The expedition found that men can sleep 
even at an altitude of 28,000 feet, and that, 
despite the fact that the oxygen in the air 
at that altitude is but one-third, of the 
amount in the air to which we are accus- 
tomed, the human body, climbing slowly, 
adapts itself.

ALMOST VICTORY. 

Norton and Somervell made great 
effort, accompanied part of the last stage by 
Beetham, though he clambered lamely, half- 
crippled by sciatica®dauntlessly determined 
to get the world’s highest photographs.

WAS THE PEAK GAINED? 

Then came Mallory’s and Irvine's attempt 
with its unknown result. Their comrades 
last sighted them at a point which is not 
accurately identified. If it was the “first 
rock step, they were still some feet lower 
than the point reached by Norton; if the 
“second rock step," they must have reached 
® height of 28,230 feet and they could have 
reached the summit, therefore, in a few hours. 
Did they reach the summit! Did they lose 
their way when seeking to return to camp? 
Did they take shelter and succumb to tempt- 
ing, fatal sleep’ Did they fall, roped 
together, from some perilous peak of ice or 
scrap of rock? The survivors cannot even 
hazard an answer to these questions; and 
sadly they made their return.

France's Plight. 


The French Government situation 
becomes more curious’ day by day, but, 
whatever may be the effects of M 
Painlevé’s venture, he certainly ought to 
be given credit for having told France the 
plain... unvarnished truth about the 
financial situation. He also had the 
courage to take the unpopular line of 
proposing additional direct taxation. Tá 
is quite possible that the latter is the 
real reason of his fall. The root cause 
of all the trouble lately in France is the 
objection of the French people to direct 
taxation, a course absolutely necessary in 
present conditions. In political circles 
here it is thought that it will not be easy 
to form a stable Government, since the 
political situation is nearly as confused as 
the financial. The only way out, it is 
suggested here by students of the situa- 
tion, is by a dissolution, and, though there 
is great feeling against such action in 
France, it may have to come. 


“Making Money.” 


The financial position of France is an 
extremely difficult one, and only with the 
utmost difficulty will it be able to escape 
a financial débdele. The bank notes already 
in circulation number 50,000,000,000, and 
of these 2,000,000;000 were issued by the 
Bank of France without legal authority, 
in order that the Government might be 
tided over its difficulties. The total of the 
floating debt is something like eighty 
thousand million francs. It was feared 
In financial circles on this side that the 
French Government again would resort to 
inflation, and on a considerable scale.

FATAL GUN ACCIDENT.

COL. KEANE SHOT DEAD. 


Colonel R. H. Keane, brother of Sir John 
Keane, Bart., was accidentally shot dead 
while game shooting near his home in County 
Waterford on Sunday. 

At about 4.30 o'clock in the afternoon 
Colonel Keane left his house to shoot wood- 
cock on his own land. He was alone, and 
while endeavouring to pass between a wire 
paling and a gate the trigger of the ge 
appears to have been caught by a wire. The 


gun exploded and the charge lodged in his 
head. eath is stated to have been in- 
stantaneous, 


The groom, when passing through the fields 
some time later, saw his master’s body en- 
tangled in the wire paling, and called the 
butler. Dr. Healy, of Lismore, was sum- 
moned, but could only say that death had 
taken place already. 

At the inquest at Fort William yesterday 
the jury found that death was caused by 
laceration of the brain .and hemorrhage, fol- 
lowing an accidental gunshot wound. 

The jury passed a vote of sympathy with 
the relatives, and expressed the opinion that 
Colonel Keane’s death was not only a loss to 
his relatives, but to the so@ial and commercial 
life of the community. 

Sir John Keane, who was deeply moved, 
thanked the jury on behalf of Mrs. Keane and 
the relatives. 

Colonel Keane was a large employer of 
labour. He yas managing director of the 
Cappoquin bacon factory, and was most 
popular with all his employés and in the 
county generally.. He was at one time Master 
of the Clashmore Foxhounds. 
Eighteen years ago he margied Miss Lumley 
Smith, of London, a daughter of Judge 
Lumley Smith. He is survived by his widow, 
one son, Robert, and two daughters. He was 
about fifty years of age. 

At the outbreak of the war he vee the 
Navy, but afterwards transf to the 
Army, and was for a considerable iod in 
charge of the Labour Battalion of the Liver- 
= Irish, among whom he was most popular, 
While acting in this capacity he obtained the 
O.B.E. and was gazetted Colonel. 

Recently he had been carrying out extensive 
repairs and renovations at the Cappoquin 
bacon factory.

CABINET TO RESIGN 
AFTER RATIFICATION. 


HE ratification of the Locarno Pact 
by the German Government is now 
only a matter of time. In the Reichstag 
yesterday Dr. Luther dealt with the whole 
position as it affects Germany, and 
announced that after the signature of the 
Pact the Government would resign, “ in 
the conviction that the execution of the 
Locarno Pact must |» performed by a 
Cabinet which showed a positive attitude 
towards the work of the Treaty.” Locarno, 
he said, must not be an end, but a 
beginning ; and Germany would enter the 
League of Nations only in a sincere 
League feeling, and without concealed 
reservation. 

Summing up, the Imperial Chancellor 
described the Locarno Pact as a resolve 
for positive co-operation in the life of 
peoples. ‘The whole political development 
of the world had now advanced so far 
that Germany, by taking up such a posi- 
tive position, was furthering her own 
interests and serving the political and 
economic development of the whole world. 


THE BURDEN ON THE 


RHINELAND. 


UNIVERSAL DISARMAMENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The Imperial Chancellor to-day made a 
speech on the biil relating to the Locarno 
Pact and Germany’s entry into the League of 
Nations. The speech was at several points 
applauded by the Moderate Parties, including 
the Social Democrats. Dr. Luther said that 
certain provisions of the Versailles Treaty 
were incompatible with a real state of peace, 
were an impediment to peaceful ‘reconstruc- 
tion, and impaired Germany’s capacity for 
the fulfilment of reparations. The occupation 
of German territory lost its real justification 
by the conclusion of the Locarno Pact, be- 
cause Germany had proved that she was 
carrying out her reparation. obligations in 
accordance with the London agreement with 
ail her strength. Dr. Luther referred to the 
experiences of the German people in the last 
few years in their endeavour to express their 
urgent bid for real results. He laid 
stress on the point that the mere fact of the 
occupation was felt by the German people as 
a mark of distrust and a continual spiritual 
oppression. He hoped, therefore, that all 
organs of the occupation Powers, in accord- 
ance with the expressly proclaimed desire of 
their Foreign Ministers, would co-operate in 
lightening as much as possible the burden 
that remained on the Rhineland and all Ger- 
many. 

NO DANGERS FOR GERMANY. 

In consequence, however, of her complete 
disarmament, the significance and dangers of 
which were exceptionally enhanced by Ger- 
many’s central geographical situation, there 
were, in many cases, special limits drawn to 
the giving effect to her League feeling in the 
application of Article 16, e declaration re- 
garding Article 16 laid it down that Germany 
was only bound to take part in executive 
measures in so far as was compatible with her 
military and geographical position. At the 
same time the declaration referred not only to 
economic and military measures, but also to 
the toleranee of the passage of troops, That 
was no privilege for Germany, but merely an 
application of the principles which were gene- 
rally recognised by the League of Nations in 
regard to the carrying out of Article 16. In 
such circumstances no dangers for Germany 
could result from Article 16. 

Alluding to the German League of Nation's 
memorandum of September last year, he de- 
clared that Germany's seat on the Council 
was ensured and that her right :o Colenial 
mandates had been expressly acknow! .dged. 
Germany's standpoint on the question of war 
guilt, which had been set forth in the negotia- 
tions at Locarno by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, would be maintained on the entry of 
Germany into the League. A great advance 
had been made at Locarno which would, in 
its practical treatment and further develop- 
ment, depend very substantially on Ger- 
many's occupying a seat on the Council of the 
League of Nations. Germany’s further 
effective action in the direction of universal 
disarmament was, in practice, only thinkable 
within the the League of Nations. There 
was no need to over-rate the prospects in 
that direction, but the disarmament idea 
formed a component part of that policy of 
various Cabinets, which was thoroughly 
practical and based on very real interests. 


THE ARBITRATION IDEA. 
Coming to matters of detail, Dr. Luther 
spoke of the rights and duties derived from 
the Versailles Treaty, which, he said, were 
not affected by the conclusion of the Western 
Pact, and that consequently nothing was 
altered morally, politientip, or legally in Ger- 
many’s attitude to the individual provisions 
of the Treaty. The realisation of the arbitra- 
tion idea in dealing with these rights was, 
however, to be regarded as an extraordinary 
achiévement for the maintenance of peace and 
good relations between the States, Further- 
more, the conclusion of the Western Pact 
brought about a fresh grouping of the Powers, 
whereby the idea of a security pact against 
Germany was definitely set aside.—( Reuter. )

TURKISH VIEW OF THE HAGUE 


AWARD. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

This morning a telegram from the sgmi- 
official Turkish news agency declares/ that 
the decision of The Hague Court was pro- 
nounced under well-known influences, and 
has not surprised the Turkish Government. 
The telegram adds that the decision over- 
looks the principles of justice, and is calcu- 
lated to give‘a bad impression of the moral 
value of an organisation which is supposed 
to be an instrument of international justice. 
In a telegram to the Secretary-General 
of the League of Nations, General Laidoner, 
the League Commissioner, dealing with the 
rovisional frontier between Turkey and 
raq, states that a number of villages which 
are visited by Turkish patrols are situated 
South of the frontier line, although the 
Turkish authorities consider that they lie 
North of the line. He gives this m i 
hension of the Turks as the reason for r 
protests against the flight of British aero- 
planes over these villages. The General is 
of the opinion that such incidents are 
inevitable as long as the question of the 
frontier remains unsettled.— (Reuter. )

The Chamber in the evening adopted, by 

239 votes to 47 votes, the bill authorising the 
increase of one and a half milliard francs in 
the limit of the Banque de France's ad- 
vances to the Treasury. It was found, how- 
ever, that there was no quorum, and the 
sitting was suspended for five minutes. The 
bill was passed definitely on a second ballot 
by 243 votes to 44. It now goes to the 
Senate. 
The confirmation of the forecast that Presi- 
dent Doumergue would send for M. Briand 
does not mean a solution, of the crisis. M. 
Doumergue offered M. Briand the Premier- 
ship, but M. Briand replied that he could not 
accept it, at least not immediately, but 
would do his best to help M. Doumergue to 
find an issue, and would confer with his poli- 
tical friends and explore the possibilities of 
forming a combination that would be assured 
of a stable majority in both Houses of Par- 
liament. Nobody is more alive to the diffi- 
culties of the task than M. Briand, himself a 
past master of Parliamentary strategy. 
The Senate has adopted the bill—already 
passed by the Chamber—for a new Bank of 
France advance by 175 votes to 105 votes. 
M. Briand is going to the Elysée to-morrow 
to acquaint President Doumergue with the 
result of his conversations.—(Reuter.) 


M. BRIAND’'S CONSULTATIONS. 

On leaving the Elysée at a quarter past 
five, M. Briand informed representatives of 
the Press that the President of the Republic 
had sent for him to consult him on the 
situation, as he had done with other political 
personages. M. Briand stated that the Pre- 
sident had asked him to lend him his sup- 
port in an endeavour to solve the present 
crisis. “I replied,’’ said M. Briand, “' that 
I considered it my duty to collaborate with 
him, and that I would do my utmost.to that 
end. I am now going to consult with some 
of my friends on the best ways and» means 
to employ, and I shall probably return this 
evening to confer once more with the Pre- 
sident of the Republic.” 

On leaving the Elysée, M. Briand received 
at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs M. 
Dausset, a member of the Senate Fiance 
Committee; M. Loucheur, M. Danillon, 
Under Secretary of the Merchant Marine in 
the outgoing Cabinet, and M. Paul Boncour. 
At the beginning of the afternoon he had 
conferred with M. Painlevé, M. de Monzie, 
Minister of Public Works in the outgoing 
Cabinet; M. Maurice Sarraut, and M. Paul 
Doumer, President of the Fipance Committee 
of the Senate. At 9 o'clock M. Briand went 
to the Senate, where he conferred with M. 
de Serves, President of the Senate, and then 
with M. Herriot, President of the Chamber. 


SUPPORT ESSENTIAL. 

From talk in the Lobbies of the Chamber 
it would seem that M. Briand would only 
consent to resume office on being assured of 
having support that he considers essential, 
and that at present he cannot have that 
certainty. Although the Socialist group has 
as yet come to no decision as to participation 
in office, it appears, nevertheless, that the 
Socialists would agree to. take a share 
of the responsibilities of office under 
certain conditions. They would notably 
claim that the Government should be Socialist 
—that is to say, that the Socialist representa- 
tives within the Cabinet should hold certain 
important Ministries, such as those of the 
Interior, War, Public Works, and Finance, 
and that the Governmental programme should 
likewise be guided by the doctrine of the 
party on the main questions of financial, 
foreign and Colonial policies. They further 
demand that Socialist members of Parliament 
entering the Cabinet should possess in. ad- 
vance special mandates to that effect, emanat- 
ing from the group.

Mr. Baldwin said—‘‘ Students of history 
will realise that what we took for granted in 
Queen Alexandra's life is, in reality, a rare 
thing, and in looking back over all the years 
were there any of us who ever regarded her 
as a foreigner, and who did not regard her 
from the first as one of our very selves’? I 
should hke to dwell on her very rare per- 
sonality. Personality is a thing of the spirit. 
lt is given here and there to people of very 
different walks of life, but when it does exist 
it is something for which we ought to be 
thankful. ‘This she had in a very marked 
degree, and it was by this gift of personality 


i that she impressed herself in an unusual and 


remarkable way upon all classes of the com- 
munity. If I were asked what is the 
key of the personality that she had 
I should say it was due to the spirit of love

Yesterday the hall was full again, though 
not overcrowded. Solomon, who had made a 
good impression on his visit last qe pre- 
sented an interesting programme, illustrating 
the development of pianó music from the 
eighteenth century to the present day «by 
Mozart and Beethoven Sonatas, a representa- 
tive Chopin group, and examples oí the new 
Spanish bravura school, ' 


BEAUTY OF TOME. 

Solomon is not one oí the piano-beaters, 
and, aithough he played some of the music 
at an extraordinary speed, he never neglected 
beauty of tone for the sake of sensation. The 
Mozait Sonata in B flat was a thing of 
delight, and the pianist suited the weight of 
tone to the music. The Waldstein Sonata 
has been played at these recitals by various 
pianists in every shade of interpretation. 
Solomon took a great deal of it very fast, 
as it is now the fashion to do; but his play- 
ing of the notes seemed accurate at the 
greatest speed, and, so far from losing hold 
of the scheme, he seemed to make it clearer 
than usual. He kept an excellent sense of 
climax, and aimed successfully at. beanty of 
tone without losing the ruggedness that 
belongs to a great part of the music of 
this sonata. 

Of Chopin, he gave 
‘Variations Brillantes,’ 
Etudes (including the ‘black key’’), a 
Mazurka, and the Polonaise’ in A major. 
The last part of his programme contained 
two of the Dances cf de Falla—one being the 
terrific ‘ Rituelle du Feu"’—and the 
Malaguena of Albeniz. ‘These are not music 
of the lovable kind, but for the Amale of a 
pianoforte programme they afford a welcome 
change from the overworked Liszt pieces that 
were inevitable in that position for so many 
years. Solomon played them with extra- 
ordinary skill. 

The recital was the best we have had since 
Cortét’s, a year ago. 

Solomon’s playing is enjoyable because he 
knows how to obtain brilliance without mis- 
using the instrument; is eminently 
‘* pianistic ” without losing sight of expres- 
sive values in the music; and, while leaning 
towards the showy kind of music, exhibits, 
nevertheless, a delicate sense of style.

Let one fact 
speak. Most of the surviving sufferers are the 
older women and young children. The men 
are nearly all dead; the younger women have 
disappeared.

WOMEN IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In introducing the Civil Service 
Regulation (Amendment) Bill on -the 12th 
November, the Minister for Finance stated 
that the main object of the bill was to 
ar ie to the Government to confine 

ivi] Sérvice examinations to persons of one 
sex. It will be remembered that last autumn 
examinations, from which women were ex- 
cluded, were advertised for junior administra- 
tive and junior executive posts. it was dis- 
covered that this action on the part of the 
Government was illegal, and the advertise- 
ments were withdrawn, and these examina- 
tions were thrown open to women. Hence 
this bill—to legalise for the future such 
action, if, indeed, it can be legalised. . Im- 
mediately this bill was introduced we took 
the opinion of a senior counsel of eminence, 
and were advised that, if an Act were passed 
in the terms of the proposed bill, it would 
be clearly unconstitutional. 

Mr. Blythe declared that at present there 
was no reason to confine examinations for 
funior adininistrative posts to men; but, if 
the bill passes, there is nothing to prevent 
the Government from so confining thi 
all examinations’ to persons of one sex. ‘The 
Minister further declared that the number of

Women have proved their efficiency in the 
Civil Service, and, where tested,’ have shown 
themselves capable of controlling mixed staffs. 


In other countries the tendeney is to. open. 


all Civil Service posts to women, and in 
Great Britain examinations for inspectors of 
taxes and for administrative and executive 
posts are open to women as to men. 
For the competitive examinations Free 
State nationality is a necessary qualification ; 
but, in those cases to which appointments 
may be made without examination, aliens 
can be appointed. It seems strange that, 
although the Government is thus empowered 
to appoint aliens to the Free State Civil 
Service, the same Government is now anxious 
to have powers to exclude Free State women 
citizens. Our Association rely upon all fair- 
minded deputies to oppose the bill as it 
stands, and to support any amendment for 
the deletion of the word “ sex’’ that may be
